Nov. I. A reduced ERA allotment 
will be necessary to tide him over 
until all the November WPA proj- 
ects get under way. 

.Looks for Action 

Rotch conferred yesterday with j 
George H Delano, acting commis- 
sioner of public works, as to sites 

for the expenditure of $7,500,000 
for the farm-to-market roads and 
$4,296,000 in WPA .sidewalks. 

Although these sums arc not in- 
cluded in the $20,000,000 group ap- 
proved by McCarl. they have won 
presidential approval and Rotch 
expects McCarl to allot the money 
within a week. He said, however, 
that there was a rw.sslbility he 
would reduce the sums alloted for 
this type of work. 

Altogether, atiout $42,000,000 of 
a $48,000,000 WPA program has 
won administration approval, but 
nearly $22,000,000 of these proj- 
ects still lack McCarl's signature, 
Rotch said. A( any rate, he expects 
the WPA employment roll will ex- 
ceed the ERA peak figure of 115.- 
000 person. At present about 94.000 
are on ERA and 2000 on WPA.

Anti-Curley Democrats 

Scent Boomerang in 

Bond Issue

BOSTON, Oct. 22.— Democratic 
leaders were maneuvering for po- 
sition today in a possible party bat- 
tle that may involve candidates for 
state office, the question of pledged 
delegates to the national conven- 
tion and the entry of Governor 
Curley into the national field, either 
as a candidate or as a figure de- 
manding a voice and a vote in 
party councils. 

The candidacies depend to a 
great extent upon statement of the 
Governor's future political aspira- 
tions when he returns from his va- 
cation trip to Honolulu late this 
month. If he decides, as he has in- 
dicated he may, to run for the 
United States senatorial nomina- 
tion, the situation affecting candi- 
dates for nomination to state of- 
fice will develop rapidly. 

In event that the Governor goes 
after the senatorship. State Treas- 
urer Charles F. Hurley will be a 
candidate for the gubernatorial 
nomination. With that candidacy 
established. State Auditor Thomas 
H. Buckley -will be a candidate for 
lieutenant governor and even at 
the moment no mean organization 
is working toward that end. 
Won't Be Sidetracked 

If the Governor should seek re- 
nomination, the state treasurer 
will be a candidate for the senator- 
ship nomination against Sen. Mar- 
cus A. Cooltdge of Fitchbur;,'. 
Backed by an organization that has 
been built up steadily over a pe- 
riod of office holding years, Mr. 
Hurley is apparently in no mood to 
be sidetracked. 

The question of pledged or un- 
pledged delegates to the national 
convention has been discussed 
quietly among party leaders 
for several weeks. Not long 
ago there was a move for 
unpledged delegates. That was 
before Sen. Huey Long, the 
third party threat, v/as assassinat- 
ed. The story was that leaders of 
a group of unpledged delegates, 
holding the threat of union with 
the Long forces, would place Presi- 



dent Roosevelt in a none too en- 
vious position. 

Back to this was reported the 
several times openly expressed dis- 
satisfaction of many Massachusetts 
Democrats with the national Ad- 
ministration, particularly in the 
matter of jobs and New England 
industry. 

The political status of Lieut. 
Gov. Joseph L. Hurley must have 
a settlement in a few weeks. The 
governor once suggested him as a 
successor, but Hurley, Charles F., 
would go after Joseph L. in no un- 
certain manner. In fact, Charles 
F. is reported ready to tackle any- 
body, outside possibly the Gov- 
ernor himself. 

There have been reports that 
Lieut. Gov. Hurley might be named 
to the Superior Court or the Su- 
preme Court bench of the state. 
Two Distinct Schools 

There are still two very distinct 
Democratic echools of thought. 
These two schools of thought did 
not ceafie with the pre-primary 
convention and the nomination'' of 
Governor Curley after the conven- 
tion had thrown hi,? candidacy out 
a Worcester Municipal Memorial 
Auditorium window. 

The anti-Curley crowd still ex- 
ists within party ranks and might 
be tickled purple to see him run 
for the Senate, the vice-presidency 
or anything else. They are whisp- 
ering about that the 113,000,000 
Curley bond issue has boomer- 
anged against the party. Their 
open scoffing against possible Re- 
publican candidates for Governor 
are anything but scoffing in pri- 
vate conversations.

Former Distr.ct Attorsjgy Roogj-t T. Bushnell 
has done well to warn 1 he candidates and mem- 
bers of his party against the "old Republican 
complacency." Though it is hardly just to say 
this was responsible for the party's defeat in 
1932, it has been a factor in more than one loss 
of an election, and if the party gets into the 
state of mind which characterized it too fre- 
quently when its success was a matter of rou- 
tine, it will not stage the come-back expected 
next year. 

Whether Governor Curle^' seeks re-election 
or whether he will aspire to the Senate, the 
issue will be the same ~ the character of his 
administration. It offers the opportunity for vig- 
orous attack, and the Republicans will be fool- 
ish if they do not make the most of it. We be- 
lieve they will nominate men who can campaign 
energetically and convince the voters of the piti- 
ful mistake they made at the last state election, 
"The best evidence that the 1936 contest will 
not be a wrijrt-slapping affair is contained in the 
caliber of the men who either have announced 
their candidacies for the Republican nomina- 
tions or are planning to enter the lists." says the 
Boston Transcript. "Almost without exception 
they are known as hardy fighters, ready to 
trade blow for blow. If they are otherwise In- 
clined, the electorate will have nothing to do 
with them. We said Saturday that the party's 
honors next year will go exclusivdy to those who 
show themselves best able to carry on bitter 
warfare against the enemy. We see no indioa- 
fions that this is not the exact truth." 

But it will be necessary to show the electorate 
something more than ability to attack those in 
power. The Republicans must have at least the 
framework of a program that will restore con- 
fidence in the government of the state and give 
assurance that a check will be placed on the 
mounting taxes, and that waste and extrava- 
gance be eliminated from state affairs. With a 
ticket composed of vigorous campaigners and a 
platform that consists of something besides 
glittering generalities, the RepubHcans should 
be able to carry the sutc next year. ■

Police— Val On Guard 
At the Italian Consulate 

Police today guarded the Italian 
consulate in St. James Avenue 
against communistic uprisings, 
which they feared might come as an 
aftermath of last night's peace con- 
ference held in Boston's historic 
Trinity Church. 

More than 200 Communists ended 
an otherwise quiet and orderly meet- 
ing last night by passing a resolu- 
tion calling for daily picketing of 
the Italian consulate here. 

The resolution was hotly debated 
for over an hour, but was pushed 
through as conservatives gave way 
to the pressure of Communists, It 
called for daily picketing of the 
consulate which, it was advised, 
should start today. 

The conference was sf)onsored by 
the American League Against War 
and Fascism and was held in order 
that a committee be appointed to 
co-ordinate peace organizations 
throughout Boston. It was open to 
the public, and peace organizations 
were asked to send representatives. 

The picketing of the consulate, 
one spefiker said, is a means of 
dramatizing opposition to war and 
should be utilized if the group was 
sincere in Its efforts to outlaw war.

Officers Seize Cigarettes 

A loss of $50,000 to' the Federal 
Government In internal revenue was 
averted today as members of the 
intelligence unit of the Treasury 
Department and of the Department 
of Internal Revenue confiscated 800,- 
000 packages of cigarettes in South 
Boston and Quincy "bootleg" to- 
bacco establishments. Thirty persons 
were arrested and were later ar- 
raigned before United States Com- 
missioner Edwin F. Jenney.

Problems of Massachusetts' Demo-

Mr. Hurley will 
attempt to gain Senator Coolidge's 
toga himself. Either way. Senator 
Coolldge i.= certain to object. 

Lieut. Gov. Joseph L. Hurley ap- 
peals not to figure in eitlier of the.se 
pictures. The Governor some time 
ago, in a Fall River address, shoved 
the Lieutenant Governor into the 
1936 gubernatorial field. Yet since 
then the winds have changed some- 
what and the Lieutenant Governor 
Is not in a favorable position. 
It's Quite a Puzzle 

If he sought the Governorship, 
either against Mr, Cufley or Charles 
P. Hurley, he would undoubtedly go 
down to defeat, state observers 
declare. Thomas F. Buckley, ambi- 
tious state auditor, is ready to Jump 
Into the fight for the Lieutenant 
Governor's post, and even if the 
Incumbent wanted to hold to tliat 
seat, he might have considerable 
trouble.

He nmst realize that 
it would be well-nigh impo>sihle for 
him to defeat the Speaker in the pre- 
primarv. If he shv>uld be beaten, it is 
equally difficult to visualize Haigis 
bucking the Speaker in the open pri- 
marv in the fall.

The total vote of the district cast 
for Birmingham on Tuesday was 
10,838, and 13,835 were cast for Bir- 
mingham last year. The vote of 17,894 
cast for Mr. Pierce last year, dropped 
to 15,682 cast for McSweeney on last 
Tuesday. Tlie district plurality for 
Mr. Pierce was 4059, and tlie dUtrict 
plurality for McSweeney was 4844.

This was said today by Bank Com- 
mlssioner Henry Pierce, commenting

ley. although Commissioner Pierce 
said it is up to Russell, Fairfield and 
Ellis to u.se such brokers as they : 
jhoose. He does not know to what ; 
extent John Curley has been given j 
;he brokerage and he .started to work j 
jut the plan with Russell, Fairfield ' 
md Ellis direct as long ago as the 
iummer of 1934, some months be- 
ore the present state administration 
-ook charge. 

The volume of the business is ex- 
ensive. being about a million dol- 
ars on the Highland Trust Com- 
mny. SomerviUe, alone. 

JOHN CURLEY STATEMENT 
First active protest against the 
blanket policy plan came from 
Worcester. In reply John Curley 
was quoted in an insurance journal 
as follows: 

"I .submitted a plan for a 
blanket policy on each of the 
closed banks to the bank commis- 
sioner last October. That's before 
my brother was elected Governor. 
I worked up the details of such a 
policy for each of the banks and 
I believe I'm entitled t» the bene- 
fits of it. I'd like {<• net Uie policies 
on every one of the banks, but I 
probably won't. 

"Worcester insurance men had 
the same opportunity I had to 
present such a proposal.

ACTION FOLLOWED CHARGE " 

The association of insurance 
agents took action after James J. 
Madden of Brockton had charged 
tliat all the insurance of the closed 
banks was being given one Boston 
firm and was being handled "politi- 
cally" He did not name any indi- 
vidual but said he liad written th^ 
bank commissioner to complain and 
has not received an answer to his 
letter. 

At Pierce's office today it was said 
that a letter was received from Mad- 
den in June and it had not been an- 
swered.

Trust Company. 

In discussing the situation today 
Commr. Pierce pointed out that his 
only interest in the matter has been 
to get the insurance for the banks 
and tlieir depasitors at as low a cost 
as possible.

Calvin 
Ooolldge wrote a booli, 'Massachu- 
setts There She Stands," but a 
more recent writer has said, 'Mas- 
sachusetts There She Lies under 
Curley.' Enormous changes have 
taken place in a very lew months.

constitution guafaJltees religtSUV 
liberty, freedom of the press, pro- 
tection of the home and the indi- 
vidual. These are the fundamental 
principles that distinguisix our 
government from any other. Our 
government is accused of graft, in- 
efficiency, extravagance, waste and 
delay. I agree with every criticism, 
but still it Is the best form' of gov- 
ernment devised by the human 
mind. It still gives us the best. Let 
us always have faith in the United 
States." 

Senator Henry Parkman, Jr., of 
Boston, member of the Massachu- j 
setts Senate since 1M9, predicted 
that the tide had turned, that fear j 
and doubt about these experiments ' 
had begun to creep into the minds 
of the people. They are becoming 
worried about expenditures. In 
the Senate, he stated, there was 
lobbying such as had never been 
seen before. "There is a complete 
breakdown of the principles of the 
civil service. Integrity of purpose 
seems to be entirely lacking in the 
modern Democrat. Not a single 
.New Deal agency contains any 
provision for selecting employees 
from civil service. There is ex- 
penditure, and a spoils system.

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^tate Pier In New Bedford To Be Improved In Effort U 
Prevent Construction of Similar One Here, 

While the promise of Massachusetts officials that they 'would 
do all they could to obtain a State Pier for Fall River remains un- 
fulfilled and local citizens evince a surprising Inck of interest In the 
proposal that such a wharf be constructed along the waterfront, 
other cities are taking steps to lure waterborne commerce which 
should be coming- here. 

New Bedford is especially active.. 

That Ita citizens might realize the importance of the Port of 
New Bedford, the city recently sponsored a special program of 
aquatic events that won State-wide attention. 

During the course of the program, several speakers paid tribute 
to the Port of New Bedford. 

Only shipping men who realizs the fine waterfront which Fall 
River boasts ever take the occasion to boost t!he port here. 

New Bedford does not want Fall River to have' a State Pier. 
Kditorially, a newspaper in that city recently opposed the proposi- 
tion that the State should expend any money in constructing a wharf 
here. The reason advanced was that such a move would force a 
division of the martime commerce between the cities. 
Fall River has a better harbor than New Bedford. 
When this writer covered ship news, he met manv a. skipper 
whose ship had borne cargoes to every port in the World. Men 
who sailed the seven seas called the harbor ideal. They were 
amazed at the apparent lack of interest on the part of the city in 
Its waterfront. 

Naval ships have come here, commanded bv men who have 
brought the floating forts to all corners of the earth, and except 
for mild criticism of the lack of water to tie up their deep-draft 
vessels at the City Wharf, they had nothing but pral.se for the harbor. 
Yet nothing is done to boost the Port of Fall River. 
The City Council early this year, upon motion of Councillor 
Hickey and some urgent pleading by the spon.sor and Councillor 
Russell, adopted a resolution calling for a movement to get a State 
Pier for Fall River. Except for the Council's pas.,ive support, the 
matter has been permitted to remain dormant.

TEACHERS' OATH LAW 

Doubts It Promotes Patriotism; 
Calls It Stupid- Method of 
Securing Loyalty | 

Northampton, 
Oct. 24, 1935. 
jEdltor Gazette: 

I When the legislature passed 
the teachers' oath law they ren- 
dered a disservice to the cause of 
patriotism and true loyalty to the 
Constitution, which is far reach- 
ing, and which calls for a repeal 
of that act. Although every out- 
standing college president in the' 
slate, hosts ot leading educator.i 
and a multitude of thoughtful 
citizens opposed these .stupid tac- 
tics of securing loyalty throrligh 
methods associated with Hitler 
and Mussolini, the law was enact- 
Ud and signed by Gov. Cujiey. 

What has been the result? 
Throughout the state teachers' 
meetings have condemned it as an 
Insult to their loyalty to country; 
students are heaping ridicule up- 
on it and upon thoW organiza- 
tions which stood bacliof the bill. 
JNot a deeper respect for the Con- 
Btltutlon but less Is the result. 
Cartoons in college papers hold 
the law up to scorn and a ripple 
Of laughter greets any mention of 
lit In college classrooms. Facul- 
itles have taken U with loud bursts 
Of laughter. For when one reads 
the law It appears utterly absurd. 
! After swearing to support the 
Constitution of the United States 
and the Constitution of the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts, sec- 
tion 2 reads. "Nothing herein con- 
tained shall be construed to Inter- 
fere In any way with the basic 
principle of the Constitution 
which assures every citizen free- 
dom of speech and the right to 
advocate changes and Improve- 
ments in both the state and fed- 
eral Constitution." 

The danger back of this law- 
lies In the fact that small-town 
school committees can make use 
of It to get ri'l of any progressive 
or liberal teacber whose Ideas 
may not agree with those of cer- 
tain patriotic societies or the 
Hearst press. No one is likely to 
snoop around c<rfilege classrooms 
to make aurt that what is taught 
Is in line with the doctrines of 
such sccletlee. 

The fact that some of the or- 
ganizations whi:"!- pressed hardest 
for this bill paid Uttle regard to 
the Constitution when the 18th 
amendment was psrt of it, does 
not increase the re.'.pect for those 
groups among tiioughtfu! citizens.

[ Governor JairK-s M. Ctirlev at has 
I Angeles, Cal., yesterday took cog- 
'nlzance of the published report that 
i he might appoint Councilor J.

McSweeney Told Commission at Meeting Here 
He Would Be Guided by Recommendations 
/ of Chief Justice; Shaw Raps Curley 



"I will be Ruided bv the . recom- 
mendations of Chlaf . JusLlce Waller 
Perley Hall " said Wlll/im H. Mc- 
Sweeney, senntor-elect from this dis- 
trict, when asked by ih» oGmmlsslon 
on Investigation of tho judicial sys- 
tem at Old Town hall yesterday how 
he felt about «, plan (as sponsored by 
Oov, James l^. Curlffyi, providing lor 
the appointment of more Justices to 
the superior court system. 

Tlie newly elected senator was In- 
tormeil by tha comnilttee that the 
question was not asked to place him 
: "on the spot" but rather to enable 
tha commlSBion to ascertain Uow 
I various attorneys telt about the pres- 
ent court congestion. The luforma- 
tlon was asked Ql Mr, McSweeney 
Just ae he arose to speak of the sit- 
uation in local courts. When his 
. name Wfis snnoiuieed by Rep. Edward 
( A. Coffey, president of the Bar Ak- 
I' eoclatlon for Oreatrr Salem, the sen- 
ator-to-be was greeted Ijy the senate: 
members of the committee with the: 
words, "Wolrome to our club." Ha' 
wll! be aasisnsd a .sejiate seat when 
the legislature meets next January. 
Another . highlight of th^< public 
hearing ocourrod when -Atty. Fred 
K, Shaw, chalrnifiii of the Republican 
elty comraitt«9 PX Lynn, said he 
favored aboUshtng , fiii the dfstncc' 
courts and replacing them with cir- 
cuit courts. He wau ramlndad by the 
commission that this would mean 
the appolntment4 of circuit court 
Judges would rest with Gov. 

• iirley anfl liix CoiMUil 
He wa« then asked if he would favor 
the large list of appointments being 
made in the present ndministration 
of Curley. He vigorously replied with, 
the atiitement thut the apjiolntments 
should be delayed for that reason. 
When it was later learned of his 
Republican connectlMiB in Lynn, the 
retort hB<i all the ttfore sifiinrtcance. 
The hearing was held here to give 
Judge*, attorneys and others a chance 
to expreM their opinions on. propo-^eri 
changes of tha Juriiclsl system. Tlie 
principal change suggested is the 
abnllsnm«nt of the district courts 
located tn Ppataody. Ipswich and i 
Amesbury, in addition to those In 
other oounties. No one appeared In 
favor of .such elimination. In fact, 
all present were recorded on a stand- 
ing rote to keep such cotirts. It was 
freely predicted by interested parties 
that nothing will be done by the 
commission to abolish such district 
eourts, becauae the interest seems to 
be centered on aiirh propo/ials as cir- 
cuit system* for the district courts,. 
extra, full- time Justices for the satn* 
•eselons. the elimination of practice 
by aMoclate Justices and otfier ideas 
that may benefit the system.

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"First, I am certain that Judge 
Brown did not call Dr Briggs to his 
office for a consultation regarding a 
poll ot psychiatrists at any time dur- 
ing the trial. I do know that the emi- i 
nent psychiatrists, Dr Abraham My- 
erson, Dr Miner H. A. Evans and Dr 
Earl K. Holt, are not in agreement [ 
with the present statements of Dr 
Briggs as to the sanity of these de- 
fendants. 

"The Millen-Faber case took many 
weeks of preparation and trial. The 
sanity of the defendants was only 
important to them as one means of 
possible escape from the demands of 
organized society. 

"Dr Byggs and Dr Holt were ap- 
pointed by the Department of Mental 
Diseases to make an impartial re- 
port to the court. This report was 
available to me as well, and it was 
as a resul* of the statements of Dr 
Briggs, made in that report, that 
satisfied me that insanity was not a 
reason for the series of atrocious 
crimes with which the Millens and 
Faber were charged. 

Quotes From Trial Record 

"My differences with Dr Briggs 
came first when he departed from I 
the text of his original report and 
secondly, when he assisted the de- 
fense in cross-examination of Dr 
Holt, who had collaborated with him 
in his original report. 

"Dr Briggs sfated to me prior to his 
giving testimony in the trial that in 
his opinion all three of the defend- 
ants were not suffering from any 
mental disease or defect which would ' 
affect their criminal responsibility. 

"An examination of the steno- 
graphic record of the trial on pages 
2743 and 2744 will disclose that Dr 
Briggs tettifled that the Millens, in 
his opinion, had capacity sijfficient to 
enable them to distinguish between 
right and wrong, as to the particular 
acts which they were 'loing, and had 

"As to Faber, he stated on page 
2753 of the record that his examina- 
tion of Faber did not elicit any men- 
tal disease which indicated to him 
that Faber did not know the differ- 
ence between right and wrong. 

"It was as a result of these incon- 
sistencies and the unethical conduct 
of Dr Briggs in the courtroom and 
about the courthouse during the trial , 
that my duty became apparent afteV I 
the case was concluded, to request I 
the Department of Mental Diseases 
that Dr Briggs be not sent to my dis- 
trict again, in connection with ths 
examination of prisoners held for 
trial on serious charges. 

Justifies Large Expense 

"The Millen case was prosecuted by 
me without fear or favor. Were I 
called upon again to face a similar 
situation, my procedure and princi- 
ples would not change. The expense 
involved was made advisable due to 
no fault of mine, because of the only 
defense available for the defendants, 
and it certainly justified itself by the 
lack of major crime in Norfolk and 
Plymouth Counties since the Millens- 
Faber trial, 

"Two of the ablest defense atlerncys 
in Massachu.setts represented these 
defendants. A jurist of wide experi- 
ence and lenient attitude, well versed 
in criminal law, sat in judgmtnt. The 
jury was selected only after many 
hours of exhaustive examination. The 
trial proceeded with dclil^erate mo- 
tion. The insanity of the defendants, ; 
although magnified as a defense, was 
never considere-d by the prosecution 
as a major element. 

"The jury found the defendants 
guilty an^ appeals taken to every 



court otTEsort in tne land upheld the 
conviction. 

"The Supreme Court of Massachu- 
setts, in passing on the trial, stated: 

" 'It covered a period of several 
weeks and was conducted with fair- 
ness by the presiding judge and in 
accord with correct rules of law.' 

"The results obtained leave a rec- 
ord of which I am justly proud. It 
takes its place with other notable i 
convictions for which Massachusetts: 
jurisprudence is famed. 

"Record Speaks Eloquently" 

"I am not interested in engaging 
in a political controversy with Dr 
Briggs. I am extremely busy now in 
the Superior Court at Brockton, 
where every felony on the trial list 
has been disposed of although the 
session has still a week before it ter- 
minates. 

"The misdemeanors will also be 
entirely cleared by the end of the 
session. Politically my constituents 
have noted the manner in which the 
administration of criminal law ha^ 
been prosecuted in the southeastern 
district. 

"Both the Democrats and Republi- 
cans nominated me for election and 
I hold high the trust imposed in me 

and the confidence which was signi-: 
fied in the vole which I received in 
the last election, in being, the highest 
vote accorded to any candidate* on 
the entire ballot. 

"My record before the Millen case 
and since speaks eloquently of the 
conduct of my office. 

"At the time the Millen case had 
run the gauntlet- of every court of 
appeal in the iand a petition wa.s pre- 
sented to the Govern or of the Com- 
monwealth asking 'lUk' humane action. 
No rules on evidence pi-evailed at 
that hearing. The district attorney 
who prosecuted this case was not rep- 
resented. It strikes me that the I 
proper place to air these fanciful

Request to Be Ignored | 

Dewing's request that Dr Briggs be j 
not again assigned to a Norfolk Coun- 
ty case will be ignored by the State | 
Department of Mental Diseases, the 
Globe was told by Dr Winfred Over- 
holser, its chief. j 

"Dr Briggs was assigned to the 
Millen case because he was one of i 
the most expert psychiatrists," saidi 
Dr Overholser. "He was placed on 
the alienists' board because the de- 
partment had confidence in him. It 
still has. I should not hesitate to 
assign him to an important case in 
Norfolk County M any time. The 
matter of the selection of scientists 
is a matter for the Department of 
Mental Diseases to decide." 

Dr Briggs claimed yesterday that at 
the request of Judge Nelson P. Brown 
he had polled more than 50 psychia- 
trists who, he alleged, stated that a 
second degree murder verdict with 
life imprisonment would satisfy the 
demands of justice. 

"I am informed," Dr Briggs was 
quoted as saying yesterday, "that the 
district attorney answered; 'I'm com- 
ing Hp for reelection. What would 
my constituents say? They wouldn't 
like it and I won't do it.' The dis- 
trict attorney went through with the 
trial despite the attitude of the doc- 
tors and lawyers for the defense." 

Dr Briggs reviewed the case, at 
which he was a constant attendant 
in Dedham Courthouse a year and 
a half ago, saying that in his opinion

BRIGGS DENIESlilE MEANT 

CRITICISM OF DEWING 

Denial that he had intended any 
personal criticism of Dist Atty Ed- 
mund R. Dewing in his conduct of 
the Millen-Faber case, was made this 
afternoon by Dr L. Vernon Briggs to 
the Globe. 

"I am afraid I have been mis- 
quoted," he said. "I am sure I never 
m.entioned the word politics in con- 
nection with the case, nor did I ever 
say that Judge Brown asked me to 
poll the phychiatrists on the murder 
charge. 

"Please make it plain that I wcs 
speaking from a medical standpoint, 
to a group of fellow medical men in 
private, and that I meant only to 
criticise our social procedure, not ths 
personal actions of Mr Dewing as 
an individual. 

"Mr Dewing is quite correct in say- 
ing that I testified in court that Ui2 
Millens and Faber were legally sane, 
; that is, that they knew the difference 
between right and wrong and could 
control their actions. 

"What I told my confreres yester- 
day represented by medical opinion 
as to the mental states of defendants. 
' When testimony was presented dur- 
' ing the trial by defense experts that 
! Faber Ijad a brain disease resulting 
' from heredity, it became necessary 
for me to modify my opinion as to 
his responsibility, provided he did 
suffer from that inherited disease. 

"The Millen ^boys were both pa- 
tients of Dr Myerson at some period 
before the crimes and trial and I un- 
derstand there was a question of pos- 
sible dementia precox in Murton and 
of feeble-mindedficss in Irvi-ig. 

"Now, although imder medico-legal 
law, acccrding to the old Blacksto 
reading that dates back to 1845, th 
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boys knew right from wrong and 
were legally responsible for crimes 
committed; ncverttieless, in my opin- 
ion they certainly had some mental | 

disorder. . ,. . , , . ■ j ! 

"I. therefore, as an mdividual, tried 
to get every one to agree on a sec- 
Ond-degree murder charge and life 
imprisonment, but Mr Dewing, when • 
I asked him, said something about 
'What would my sonstituents say? 1 
ba^-e to go through with this.' 

••I did not mean it was his political 
ambitions that made him go through; 
it was his position as a public prose-
